Biscuits To Be Used For Livestock 


MADISON, Wis. (UPI) — About 8 million pounds of 
biscuits stored at civil defense shelters since the 1960s 
may be used to stretch drought-thinned livestock feed 
supplies. 
The biscuits, hard rations for the public in the event of 
a disaster, are getting too stale for human consumption. 
Livestock feed supplies have been hard hit by the 
drought this year and Ronald San Felippo, director of 
the Division of Emergency Government, said farm ers 
might be able to use the biscuits. 
The Defense Preparedness Agency has advised the 
state that the biscuits should be removed from the 
shelters. 
San Felippo said that in a test at Eau Claire earlier 
this year, hogs gained substantial weight after being fed 
a mixture of animal feed and crushed biscuits. 
The biscuits were originally federal property but were 
transferred to the state in the 1970s and then passed on 
to local government control.

Business Today 
Consumer Dollar

CHICAGO (UPI) — Last year it was milk 
and cookies. Today it’s cheese and crackers. 
Whatever the tie-in, the goal of the 
American Dairy Association’s advertising 
campaign is to get Americans to buy more 
dairy products. Communications director 
John Brookman says the best way to do it is 
to get consumers to buy something else. 
The ADA is one of dozens of groups across 
the nation interested in getting consumer 
dollars for their industries. Brookman says 
the association gets its funds from 21 
member 
groups, 
whose 
members 
are 
assessed for funds to promote consumption 
of dairy products. 
Brookman says the association spends 
more than $2 million per year to develop 
advertisements, but state groups buy most 
of the advertising time and space. 
So far, Brookman says, buyers of cookies, 
cakes, powdered drink mixes and crackers 
have been offered a chance to redeem 
coupons for milk or cheese. The milk 
association pays for promotion, while the 
company that makes the second product 
redeems the coupons 
"It works out pretty well for us because 
milk and cheese are promoted best along 
with something else,” Brookman said. But 
some commodity promoters prefer to go for 
themselves. 
One such group is the Florida Citrus 
Commission, which raises $23 million per 
year in taxes on growers and spends the 
money to promote sales of citrus products. 
Spokesman 
Robert 
Hollis 
says 
t h e 
commission, a government agency, spends 
about $14 million per year to promote 
lU 
orange products. For about $100,000, Anita 
Bryant 
wanders 
through 
groves 
a n d 
kitchens, singing the praises of processed 
orange juice. 


Hollis says an advantage the commission 
has over private groups, such as the ADA, is 
that its income is assured by taxes. He adds 
that growers voted to tax themselves to 
create the promotional and service agency. 


The Florida group is in a similar position 
to that of the Idaho Potato Commission, 
which 
assesses 
potato 
growers 
a n d 
wholesalers for funds to promote Idaho’s 
most 
famous 
crop. 
In 
a 
r e c e n t 
advertisement, Idaho Gov. Cecil Andrus 
explained from a dinner table that Idaho 
spuds are the best. 


There are several ways to measure the 
success of a promotion. For the ADA, 
coupon redemptions from a 1975 promotion 
translated into potentially increased sales of 
more than 3.8 million gallons of milk over an 
eight-week period — a successful venture in 
Brookman's estimation. 
But not all promotions are that successful. 
Cattle production is running about IO per 
cent ahead of last year. With the increased 
supplies, prices for choice beef fell eight 
cents per pound between April and August. 


To counter the trend, the Beef Industry 
Council scheduled a three-week saturation 
campaign in the nation’s seven largest 
markets, telling shoppers that beef prices 
were down and that it was time to buy. 
BIC promotions manager Jay Wardell 
says the promotion increased demand for 
beef for a few weeks, but “we obviously 
didn’t raise the price of beef.” The reason, 
says Wardell, is that farmers continued to 
market their cattle in 
large 
numbers, 
further increasing the availability of beef. 


When the supply of a product g et* 'too 
large, Wardell says, there is little that 
promotions can do to maintain high prices.

Pet owners should “look after their Tabby 
or Fido just like a member of the family 
when it comes to giving them the best 
continuous health care,” he said. 
Murray said Medi-Pet is based in the San

of 
Los 
Altos 
and 
professional services to patients will be 
performed by facilities of the American 
Veterinary Health Medical Association. 
"A Medi-Pet facility accredited by the 
AVHMA 
should 
have 
departments 
of 
medicine, surgery, radiology, anesthesiology 


and supportive care,” a brochure for the 
health plan says. 
Those qualified to be MediPet patients are 
"all dogs and cats — if they are between the 
ages of 16 weeks and seven years, fully 
vaccinated, healthy and have no pre-existing 
health problems — congenital or otherwise. 
"Once 
qualified, 
dogs 
and 
cats 
are 
covered for life as long as the pet owner 
continues payment of annual premiums," 
the brochure says. 
A Medi-Pet spokesman said the plan will 
cut 
"the costs of veterinary 
treatment 
(that) have soared in recent years." 
In addition, said Murray, member pets 
have access to a computerized identification 
system called "ANIMALERT," in which a 
10-digit number is placed in the ear of a dog 
or cat to help find them if they are lost.

"Loyalty, affection, amusement, comfort, 
companionship and most of all love, are 
lavishly bestowed by the pet on its owner,” 
the brochure says.

Science Today 
Seeing The Past

question that long has puzzled archeologists 
studying the surprising road network built 
by the Anasazi indians. 
The ancient Pueblo peoples built about 400 
miles of dirt roadways in the Chaco Canyon 
area Some were as wide as 30 feet and 
often were curbed with stone masonry They 
had stairways and 
masonry 
ramps 
to 
surmount 
cliffs 
and 
ledges 
and 
stone 
causeways to cross ravines. 
Despite the high degree of engineering and 
construction skill required to build the 
roads, the Indians of the time did not know 
of the wheel and they did not have large 
animals that could be used in transportation 
And archeologists do not 
believe the 
Anasazi society was based on large numbers 
of men for labor or military pursuits 
“What purpose, then, did the road system 
provide in addition to f a c i l i t a t i n g 
communication b e t w e e n communities’ " 
asked Thomas Lyons and Jam es Ebert of 
the National 
Park Service and Robert 


Hitchcock of the University of New Mexico. 
To 
answer 
that 
question, 
the 
three 
scientists obtained a composite photograph 
of the area taken from orbit by the space 
agency's first Earth Resources Technology 
Satellite, now called Landsat I. 


The 
longest 
known 
branches 
of 
the 
roadway system were plotted on the picture 
and the three scientists said it was instantly 
apparent that the roads led to potential 
resource areas. 


Some went to timbered mountain areas 
where animals could be hunted and wood 
collected, some went to river areas where 
fish could be obtained and others went to 
areas where materials could be obtained for 
making pottery, tools and other objects
